o Offices, bath made a free and willing 
offer of a Taxation, to bee payed , collected, and vp-lifred in manner, 


and at the foure Tearmes following, Thar is to ſay, For the Barrons 
and Free-holders parts of the ſame Taxation , thirtie ſhillings money 
to bee vp-lifzed of euerie pound Land of olde extent within this King- 
dome, pertaining to Dukes, Marqueiſes , Earles , Vicounts , Lords, Bar- 
rons , Free-holders, and Fewers of our Soueraigne Lords proper Lands 
holden by them immediatelic of of his M*. And to bee payed by them, at 
eueric one of rhe foure ſeuecall Tearmes following. Thar is to ſay , The 
ſumme of rhirtie ſhillings money ,at the Feaſt and Tearme of Marti- 

mmeſſe nextocome, in this inſtant yeareof God, 1 6 3 0 yeares: The ſumme 
of other thirtie ſhillings , at the Feaſt and Tearme of Marrimeſle, in the 
ycare of God , 163 ryeares, The ſummeof otherthirtie ſhillings money 
at the Feaſt and Tearme of Mertimeſſe, in the yeare of God ,16 32. 
yeares, And the ſumme of other thirtie ſhillings mo ney at the Feaſt 
and Tearme of Martimeſle,jn the yeare of God 16 3 3 yeares. 
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Andior the ſpicituall men and Borrowes parts of theſame Taxation, that 

there ſhall bee vp-lifced of cucrie: Archbiſhopricke ,Biſhopricke , Aba- 
cie, Pryorie, and other inferior Benefice, and of cueric free Burgh 
within this Kingdome : at eueric one of the aides foure Tearmes pay- 
menr, the juſt Taxation thereof, and as they haue beene accuſtomed 
to bee taxed vnto in all ryme bygone , whenſouer the temporall Lands 
within this Kingdome were ſtented to thirtie ſhilling , money the pound 
land of olde extent. And the fame Taxation to bce payed ar cueric 
one of the foure ſenerall Tearmes above-written. 

And for imbringing of the {pirituall mens parts of the ſame Taxation, 
ordaines Letters to bee dire&, charging all and ſundrie Archbiſhops , 
Biſhops, Abbots, Pryors, as likewiſe all noble men, and others in whoſe 
fauour the ere&ion of anic Prelacie or other inferior Bencfice , or anic 
part or portion thereof, bee it in Lands, Kirkes or Teinds , or in whoſe 
fauour the Patronage of anie Benefice , Kirkes ,or Teindsis paſt , and all 
other beneficed Perſons contained in the taxt rolls, their heritable Bail- 
lies, Chamberlanes, Facors , and intromettours with their rents and liu- 
ing perſonallie,or art their dwelling places . and by open proclamation ar 
the mercat OTroſles ofthe head Borrowes of the Shyrrifdomes Stewartries, 
and Bailleries where the faids Prelacies ereed , Lordſhips and ſmall 
Benefices lyes, if thev bee within this Kingdome , and if they bee with 
out this Kingdome by open proclamation at the mercatCrofſle of £. 
dinburzh ,Peirc and ſhoare of Leeth, vpon threeſcore dayes warning, 

To make pay ment of that ſumme, that they andeach one ofthem are 
raxt vnto for euerie one ofthe aids foure Tearmes, to the Colleor ge- 
nerall of the ſaid Taxation, appoincedor to bee appo:nted by his M*®. or his 
Deputes and Officers in his name ,hauing his power and Commiſhon to 
receiue the ſame at the particular Tearmes aboue-written , vnder the paine 
of rebellion and putting of them to the Horne, and if they failyie there- 
in at the byvaſſeing of cucric one of the ſaids Tearmes. Todenounce the 

diſobeyers Rebcls and put them 10 the horne, And to eſcheit &c, 
Andthatrhe prelats and Beneficed perſons and ſuch Noble-men and o- 
thers in whoſe favours the Eeretions and Patronages aboue. written are 
paſt for their reliefe haue letters chargeing their Vaſſals Sub-vaſlals Ladies 
of Terce Conjun@hers and Life-renters Fewers Tackeſ:men and Penfſio- 
ners. To make payment of their part ofthe ſaid Taxation each one of them 
Pro ratzaccording to the ſumme they ſhall bee Taxed vnto, to the ſaides 
Prelates and others Beneficed perſons,and to the ſaids Noble-men, and 
others hauing power to receiue the ſame within twentie dayes next after 
the charge, vnder the paine of rebellion, &c. And if they they failyie ro 
denounce and eſchict, and ro poynd and diſtreinzie therefore, as they 
ſhall chinke moſt expedient, providing alwayes that the firſt tearmes 
payment of the ſaid Taxation bee ouer-paſt before the next teatmes pay- 
ment bee charged for. And the Eſtates declares that the produftion 
of ſufficient Hornings againſt the faids Vaſſals, Fewers, Tacks-men, and 
Penſioners, ſhall bee a reliefe ro the ſaids Summon erections, 
and Beneficed perſons, and ſhall exoner them pro tanto, from payment 
the ſaid Taxation. Prouiding that the ſame horninges with their taxt 
rolls authenticklie made and ſubſcrined by the ſaids Prelates, Lords of 
ereions , and other beneficed perſons, and by their Fewers , Vaſſals, 
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takſ-men and penſioners in manner beercafter preſcrived, containing the 
particvlar ſumme which each one of them are raxc vnto , bee deliuered 
to the ColleQor of the ſame Taxation, within the ſpace of threeſcore 
dayes after cuery Tearme: Otherwiſe hee ſhall bee no wayes obliſhed 
to recciue the ſame, neither ſhall the Prelate, Lord of erction , nor be- 
neficed perſon bee exonered by produftion of the ſame at any time 
thereafter. 

. And farder, that the ſaids prelats and ſuch Noble men, and others 
in whoſe fauours the Ereions and *ratronages aboue written are paſts 
and all others beneficed perſons , may haue their reliefe of their Vaſfals, 
ſub-Vaſſals, Ladics of rerce, conjunGfiers, liue-reuters,Fewers,Takſinen, 
and penſioners: To the greater ea(e, and leſſe trouble to their ſaids Vaſ- 
| ſels and others foreſaid. And to the etfe&, that cueric one proportio- 
nallie may pay his part of the ſaid Taxation , according to the quantity 
and auaile of the free rent which hee hath of his Benefice, Lands, pen- 
ſions, Kirkes, and teind ſheeues pertaining to him aſwell the prelate Lord 
of ercion, patron, and others beneficed perſons themiſelues, as the Fe- 
wer, takſmen and penſioners. 

It is thought expedient, ſtatute, and ordained, that the ſaids Prelates 
and others aboue-rehearſed, cucrie one of them ſeuerallie ſhall con- 
ucene his whole Fewers, Vaſſals, Takſ-men, and penſioners ar the par- 
ticular places heereafter deſigned. They are to ſay, The Archbiſhop 
of S*, eAnaros at the Citicot S*. dnaros, The Archbiſhop of Glaſcow at 
the Cite of rn The Biſhop of Or&xzy, atthetowne of Krrkwall.The 
Biſhop of {azthres,ar the towne of Darnoch.

The Miniſters of Felfurde at the burgh 
of Aire The Miniſter of gcotland-well, atthe Burgh of Sant- Andros, The Mi- 
niſter of the Croce Kirke of Peebles at the burgh of Peebles, The patron 
and perſon of the Kirke of Dundie deſolued from the Abacie of Lunlores, 
at the Burgh of Dune, and all others ſmall Beneficed perſons at the pa- 
riſh Kirkes of their particulare Benefices: And that they conveene to 
the effe&t aboue-written vpon the thirteengday of Otober nixtocome in 
the yeare ofGod1 6 3 © yeares inſtant: Whichis declared to be the pre- 
ceaſe day appointed for all their Vaſſels, Fewers. Tackeſ-men , and Pen. 
ſioners to keepe the ſaid meeting, and that no further citation nor ſom- 
monding ſhalbe requiſite, then this Proclamation and bublication of this 
preſent Att atthe mercat Croces ofthe head Bortowes of this Kingdome. 
And heere-with it is refolued by the faids Eſtates that if any Vaſ- 
ſels, Sub-vaſlels , Fewer , tackeſ-men , of teynds penfioner , or any other 
juſtlie bund to make relcif to prelate, Lord of Ereion, Patron, or. 0- 
thec Beneficed perſon of any partof the ſaid taxation,ſhall ſend any procit- 
rator in his name ſufficientlie authorizedto the ſaid meeting: the ſame ſhall 
not only excuſe the abſence of che principall partie but the procuratours 
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. ſhallbee admitted in all thinges, and receiued to doe and performe in 


the diſtribution of the ſaid taxation what could or lawfullie might haue 
beene done by him who ſent him. £ 
It is likewiſe declared, thar the prelate, Lord of ereQion, patron,or 
other beneficd perſon, impeded by diſeaſe or diſtrafted vpon ſome other 
neceſlar occaſion from attending that meeting , hauing his abſence ſup- 
plied that day dy a ſuicient worthie perſon whom hee ſhall authorize 
and appointe to that ettect, ſhall bee as lawfull as it hee were perſo- 
nally preſent himſzlfc- and the partie ſo authorized ſhall bee admitted 
and receined in ail chinges ro doe and performe in the diſtribution of 
the ſame tazation , whar could or lawfullie might haue bcene done by 
him who lent }:1:1, 
[r is further ſtarvre and ordained char at the ſaid day of meeting, the 
faids Prelares, Lords of erections, patrons and others benefied perſons, 
ſhall by chemſelues , or by their procurators lawfullic authorized as ſaid 
is: Fence and hold a Court, call by name and ſurname vpon cuerie 
one of their Vaſſals , fub-vaſlals, Fevvers, rakſ-men of teinds, penſioners, 
and others oblithed to relieue them of any parte of the ſame Taxarion, 
and lawfull time and day becing bidden to ſhow to their ſaids Vaſſals, 
Fewers, tak{-men, and penfioners, or their procutatours compearing 
for them, the quantitie of the Taxation impoſcd vpon their prelacie, e- 
reed Lordſhip or other benefice 2uthenticklie ſubſcriued by the Clerk 
of the ſame taxation. And they all ar the leaſt ſo many ofthem as ſhall 
conueene for this effe&t with a conſent, ſhall diftribure che ſame to bee 
payed by eueric man as well by the Prelate, Lord of ere&ion and pre- 
ſent poſſefiour of ſmall benefices for the free rent that eucrie one 
of them hath of their prelacies, creed Lordſhips, and ſmall bene- 
fices, as by the Vaſſall, Fewer , takſ-man, and penſioner, according to 
the great or ſmall quancitic of the free rent, which cuerie one of them 
bath eirher of their lands, teinds, or penſions, with certification to anie 
of the ſaids perſons, Fewers, Vaſſals, cakſfmen, and penſioners that com 
peares not by themſelues or their procuratours ar the day and place 
aboue ſpecificd to the effctt foreſaid. Thar ſuch as ſhall conueene with 
the ſaides Prelates, Lordsoferetions, patrons, and other beneficed per- 
ſons, or their procuratours ſhall proceede in the equall diſtribution of 
the ſame Taxation, as well among them that are abſenc as preſent, and 
ſhall make and ſubſcrive an authenticke taxt-roll cherevpori, And in- 
caſe that none of the ſaids Vaſlals, Fewers, rak{-men and penſioners, ſhall 
conucene at the day and place aboue-ſpecified,to this effe& by themſel- 
ues ortheir procuratours , but ſhall wilfullic abſent themſelues from the 
ſaid mecting, Ir ſhall bee lawfall for the faids Prelates, Lords 6f ere- 
aions patrons, and other beneficed perſons , beeing preſcat by themſfel- 
ves or their procuratours at the day and places abouc-ſpecified ro make 
ſet downe and ſubſcriue the ſame raxtroll, and incaſe any of the ſaides 
© Prelares, Lords of erections, patroris, or others beneficed perforis , ſhall 
| hot conueene by themſclues , or by their procuratours, at the Cay. and 
' places aboue-ſpecified particularlie difigned ro cueric oe of them, it 
ſhall bee lawfull for the faids Vaſſals; Fewers, takſmen and penſioners, 
attheleaſt ſo manie of them as ſhall conuceac by thei{elues or their pro- 
Curatours, to make ferre downe and ſubſcciue the [aid taxt-roll , Which 
B taxt-roll 
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taxt coll (hall containe the particulare ſumme that cuerie one ſhall bee 
found juſtic to bee adebted to pay, the parties name adcbtcd to pay the 
ſame, and the cauſe wherefore the ſame ougitt to bee payed. F1;d 
beeing ſo ſer downe either by the prelate, Lord ofcrefti-1n, patron and 
other beneficed perſon or their lawtall procuiatoars wich fo manie of 
their Vaſſals, ſub-vaſſals, Fewers, takſ-men of teinds , penſioners, and oa 
thers obliſht to relicue them of anic part of the fame taxacion as fha;l 
conueene With them to this cffe& : And incaſe that none {hall conueene 
with them, the ſaid roll beeing then fette downe by the prelare, j.ord 
of cre&ion, patron, or other beneficed perto:1, or their lawtull Procu- 
ratours, or incaſe of their abſence becing, ſerie downe made and fiub- 
ſcriued by the moſt part ofthe laides Vaſlals , Fewers, takſunen, and pen« 
ſioners as by themſclues or their procuratours ſhall conueene themſelues 
for this effe&t. The ſaides Eſtates dilcernes to bee as laufull in all re- 
ſpe&s, as if the whole number of perſons hauing iatreſſe thercin , had 
conuecned, made fcr downe and ſubſcriued the ſame, which 'taxt-roll 
becing lo ſette downe, made and ſubſcriued in manner aboue-written 
{ and no otherwiſe) and deliuered to the Clerke of the taxatatioa. 
The aids Eſtates ordaincs him to giue warrand for giting of Letters of 
relicfe therevpon diſcharging him in any cale to giue warrand for giu- 
ing Lett:rs of rcliefe vpon any roll preſented vnto him , not made and 
authenticklic ſubſcriued in forme aboue-written, as hee will an{were to 
the contrare vpon his perrell. 

It is likewiſe ſtatute and ordained that takſ-men of teindes ſhall have 

their relicfe of rheir ſub-takſ-men pro tavto, Reſpedt beeing had to the 
griſſome payed by the faids ſub rakſ-men. 
_ And for inbringing of the Barrons and free-holders part of rhe ſame 
taxation, and of the Fewers and rentellers of our Soueraigne Lords pro- 
per lands their partes thereof: Ordaines Letters wo bee dire& , char. 
ging all and ſundric Shycreffes , S$tewartes, Baillie, their Depurtes , and 
Clerkes, Fewers , Chamberlancs , and recciueres of our Sovera'gne 
Lords proper landes: tnatthey and everie one of them within the bounds 
of their proper offices ,raile and vp-lift the ſumme ofthictic ſhillinges 
money of this Realme , of everie pound land of olde extear lying with. 
in the boundes of their juriſdigions , for everie one of the foure Tearmesg 
abonu-ſpecified: and inbring and deliver the fame to the ColleRour 
forſaid,or to his Depures and Oillicers in his name haueing his powertore 
ceauethe ſame at the particnlar tearmes aboue-ſpecified: vnder the paine 
of rbellion &c. And if they failyic at the by paſſing of everie one of 
the ſaids tearmes to denuance and eſcheir, &c. 

And for their releife that letters bee dire charging all and ſundrie 
Dukes , Eatles, Lords , Barrons , Free-holders. Fewars, and Rentallers,of 
eur Soveraigne Lords proper lands, pzrſonalie or attheir dwelling pla» 
ces and by open Proclamatiton at the mercar crofle of the head burgh of 
the MaGlome , Stevrangie » Bailyerie , where their landes lyes if they 
bee within the Kingdome and if they be without the Kingdome by open 
proclamartion 2t the mercat croflc of Edinburgh, peir and ſhore of Leith, 
ypon thtee-ſcore dayes warninng: To make payment to the ſaids Shis 
reffes , Stewartes, and Zaillies, their Deputes and Clerkes, Chamber- 
lanes, and recciuers of our Soucraigne tords proper lands , cuerie one 
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of them for their owne parts reſpeive, the ſaid ſumme of thirtie ſhillinges 
money foreſaid for eucrie pound land of olde cxtent pertaining ro them 
for eueric one of the ſaids foure rearmes payment, within twentie dayes 
next after they bee charged therero, Vnder the painec rebellioti, &c. 
And if they failyic , ro denounce , 8c. and eſchear, &c. And if neede 
bee, that the ſaides Shyrrefies, Stewarres , Baillics , their Depures and 
Clerkes, Chamwberlanes, and recciuers of our Soueraigne Lords proper 
lands, poinde and diſtrinzic the readieſt goous and geare beeing vpon 
the ſaides lands therefore, as they ſhall thinke moſt expedient. 

And that the ſaides Earles, Lords, Barrons and free-holders, Fewers, 
and rentallers of our Souecraigne Lords lands, have letters for their re- 
| liefe to charge tieir Vaſſals, tub-vaſſals, radics of terce , conjun&kiers , 
-and liue-renters , to make payment of their partes of the ſaid taxation, 
within twentie dayes next after the charge: Vnder the paine of rebel 
lion, &c. And if they failyie, ro denounce, &c and eſcheat , &c, And 
if neede bee, that they poynde and diſtrinzie therefore, prouiding al- 
wayes thatthe firſt rearmes payment of the ſaide taxztion bee euer paſt 
before the next tcarme bee charged for, 

And for imbringing of the Borrowes part of the ſame raxation, or- 
daines letters to be dire, charging the Proueſt and Ballics of cach burgh 
to make payment of the taxt and ſtent thereofyro the Collefter generall 2- 
foreſaid, bis Depures and Officers in his Name, hauing iis powertore- 
cciuethe ſame,atthe particular tcarmes aboue ſpecified vnder the paine of 
rebellion &c, And itthey fallyie ro denounce &c. and efcheat, &c. And 
for rheir relicfe , tharlerrers bee direft, charging the Proveſt , Baillies, 
and Counſcll, within each burgh to conuceene and ele certaine per- 
ſons to ſtent their neighbours : And the faid ele&ion becing made to 
chargethe perſons clefed to accept the charge vpon them in ſetting ofthe | 
ſaid ſtent vpon the inhabirantsof euerie burgh, and to conueene and fer 
the ſame, and make a ſtent roll therevpon as effeirs, within twentie foure 
boure next after the charge: Vnder the paine of rebellion , &c. Andif 
they failyie to denounce, &c, and eſcheat, 8&c. And fike like , the ſaid 
Kent roll becing inade and ſette downe as faid is. To charge the Bur- 
geſles , indwellers, and inhabitants within each burgh, to make payment 
of their parts of the ſaids ſtent , to the ſaid Proueſt and Baillies conforme 
to the taxt rol) to bee giuen our therevpon , within rhree dayes aftec 
the charge: Vnder the paine of rebellion, &c, And if they failyie ro 
denounce, &c. and eſcheat, &c. And if neede bee that the ſaides Pro» 
ueſts and Zaillies poynd and diſtrinzie therefore , as they ſhail thinke 
moſt expedient. It is alwayes provided that no perſon whatfome 
euer bee ſtented or raxt within burgh, except according to the availe 
and quantitic of his rent, liuing, goods and geare, which hee hath with- 
in burgh, no wayes reſpeQing his lands nor poſlcſſions which hee hath 
to Landward, for the which hee will bee oblitht to pay rzzation to 0- 
ther Officers, proniding aiwayes that the firlt rerames paymear ofthe ſaid 
taxation bee euer paſt before the next tearme to charged ſor. 

Attour , the faids Eſtates diſcernes and declares, that the charges tO: 
bee giuen for paymenc of the faid taxation, ſhall bee execute before the 
tearmes of payment, aboue-ſpecificd for eucrie tcarmes payment par- 
ticularlic by ir {clfe: And that the denuntiation of Horning following 
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therevpon, ſhall not bee.execute vnrill rhe tearmes payment bee by- 
paſt, and twentie dayes thereafter. Which denunciation ſo following 
vpon the charges giuen before the ſaidstearwes of payment. The faids 
Eftates decernes and declares to bee valide and ſufficient. 

And the ſaides Eſtates conſidering the great abule that hath beene 
uſed in all times bygone by ſundrie of the Leiges of this Kingdome a- 
gainſt all good conſcience, in cauſing of their poore Fermerers , Ten- 
nents,& labourers of the ground being remoueable, who are ſubjeR in pay- 
ment of verie deare Fermes and other dueties, to relieue them of the 
whole burthen of the by-gone taxation which hath beene the occaſion 
of impoueriſhing a number of the ſaides Fermerers, laboure:s, and Ten- 
nants, and bringing ofthem to vtter wracke and ruine, whereas of reaſon 
they ſhould bee altogether free from the payment of anie taxations. And 
the ſame ſhould bee payed by ſuch as hauc free rents, lands, and goods 
of their owne. For remeede whereof, is it ſtarute and ordained that 
. no perſons whatſomeuer exa& cr compell his Tennants or Fermerers 
remouable, who payes ferme and other deare dueties for the lands oc- 
| cupyed by them, to pay anie part of this preſcar Taxation , or to ſecke 

reliefe at their hands of the fame. And it the ſame bee found done by 
any perſons, that they ſhall bee ealled and conucened therefore be- 
fore bis M*. Iuſtice and his Deputes , or before his M*. Counſell , as 
violent and oaiterfuil 'oppreſſours of his M*. Subje&es, and puniſhed 
therefore according to luſtice, 
And further, the Eſtates confidering that befides the ordinatie char- 
ges which his M*. vnderlyes, for the maintenance of the honour, digni= 
tic, and eſtate of his M*, Kingdome 3 His M>. js lkwiſe driven 10 many 
other great charges, tor buying of heritable offices, and orher .interui- 
ning .cccaſions occurring in the FT ſtate. There'cre Ecfide the or 
dinaric. Taxation aodouec-written. The laides Eitartes hath for ths {pace 
of foure yeares next, and immediatelic tollowing rhe tcarme of Merti- 
timeſſe next freelic and voluntarilie granted vnto his M2, aq yearely ex- 
' traordinarie Taxation of the twertic pennie of all arwelrentes which 
anie perſon or perſons within this Kingdome hart freelie due and 
payable vnto them yearelie and tearmely,thcic owne anwelrents where- 
in they are adebted to others beeing firk deduced. The firit tearmes 
payment thereof ſhall bze and beginne art the ſaid feaſt and tearme of 
Mertimeſle next-ro-come and fo foorth yearely and tearmelic at Merti- 
meſle a1d Witſonday, vntill the ſaides foure yeares,and rhe cight tearmes 
payment thereof bee fullic and compleatlie our-runne. 
And whereas the ſaids Eſtates hath by a of Parliament authorized 
_ all andſundrie heritable Shyrrreffes, Stewarts, Baillies, and Baillies ofRe- 
galitics, and their Deputes, and the Proueſtes and baillies of free Bore 
rowes within the bounds of their Turiſdictions , as likewiſe rhe-Clierkes 
within the Juriſditions, where theſe offices are no: heritable, which 
Clerkes haue their officed. a4 vita, to colled the ſaid extraordinarie Tax- 

ation and to make payment thereof to the ColleQor generall of the fame 
Taxation. 

| Therefore and for imbringing of the ſaide extraordinarie Taxation. 
The (aids Eſtates ordaines lerrers to bee dire, charging all ſundrie the 
faids heritable Shyrreftes, Stwarres, Baillics, B:i!lics of Regalitics, and

Clerkes , Proueſts and Bail- 
lies , of free —_— » poinde and diſtrenzic therefore, as they ſhall 
inke moſt expeatent. | 
— 3s Eftares ordaines the Lords of Seffion to bee onelie Judges 
to all Suſpenſions to bee craued and ſured by any of our Soueraigne 
Lords Leiges touching the ſaids Taxations, which fact Suſpenfions,the 
faids Eftares finds may bee granted vpon lawfull and equitable reaſons 
to bee conſidered by them, and diſcharges all other tudges within the 
Kingdome, of granting of any Sufpenſions thereanent With power 
to the ſaids Lords , to deligate five at the leaſt of their ordinarie num- 
ber , as they thinke expedient ,tolitte cognolce and deſide the faids Suf- 
peaſions, intime of Vacances, if neede bee. 
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
